"I hope you are going to get 
along all right,” the judge said. 


An irate farmer reported that 
his cow had been shot to death.

Amerson and two deputies 
drove to the scene, about four 
miles from the office. The sher­ 
iff talked with the man and 
promised to do what he could.

He also dis­ 
closed he soon will ask Congress 
for a $9.4 billion supplemental 
defense appropriation for the 
currcnt fiscal year. 


At the peak of World War II, 
defense spending totaled about 
$88 billion a year. The Korean 
war peak topped 959 billion.

Even the part time prophets with cheap gazing 
globes have been able to forecast with assurance that 
things were going to improve in the Great Lakes fish­ 
ery. They could sense that things couldn’t get much 
worse, and so they were apt to improve. 


Now it’s happening and a second pit)phecy is com­ 
ing true. 


There is going to be a restriction on commei*ciai 
fishing when the boats put out again on lake waters to 
net fish. 


This results for two reasons: 
1. There aren’t enough fish to support unlimited 
commeixrial fishing. 


2. The Great Lakes fishery in the future will be 
managed with accent on sports fishing first and com­ 
mercial fishing second. In the past the accent has been 
bn commercial fishing.

With success In the fight against the sea lamprey 
the whitefish and lake trout populations in Lakes Mich­ 
igan, Huron and Superior are being restored. Commer­ 
cial fishing can be peimitted again on a limited basis, 
•if some acceptable system of control could have been 
devised, there could have been limited fishing in Lake 
Superior eaiiier. 


There has been general agreement that with restor­ 
ation of the fishery there would be “limited entry” 
fishing, as the conservationists describe it. Meaning 
that the number of boats licensed to work the fishery 
would be limited and so would their catches. 


There are reported by commercial fishing associa­ 
tion spokesmen to be about 680 commercial fisheimen 
in Michigan. A few years ago there were S,000 and 
more earlier. But even the present number is not need­ 
ed to work the fishery using modem equipment for dis­ 
covery and netting.

LONDON (AP)~ The British^ 
government has announced its 
reluctant approval for Chrysler 
Corp. to take control of Rootes 
Motors. 


But Chrysler had to make a 
series of promises about the 
company’s future and accept 
the participation of the govern­ 
ment’s Industrial Reorganiza­ 
tion Corp. on the boai'd. 


Technology Minister Anthony 
Wedgwood Benn announced the 
decision in the House of Com­ 
mons. He said the chiefs of Bri­ 
tain’s leading auto firths were 
consulted to see if Rootes could 
continue as a British-controlled 
company. 


“No such scheme 
proved 
practicable," Wedgwood Benn 
said. 


Chrysler’s deal to take over 
Rootes involves an injection of 
capital by the U.S. company 
556 million, raising its holding 
from 45 to 65 per cent. With 
British Ford and General Mo­ 
tors’ Vauxhall, Detroit’s Big 
Three now control just under 
half of Britain’s car output. 


Chrysler bought into Rootes 
in 19M, over- bitter objections 
by Labor, which is now 
power 
in government. The Conserva­ 
tive government in 1964, Uiere- 
fore, made Chrysler promise to 
seek government approval if it 
ever wanted to take control.

Better business bureaus rei> 
resent self-regulation by busi- 
ne<^.s.

ognized eonie day in rostrictive 
laws. 


Bureau Bypassed 


The bureaus always have co- 
>pcrnted 
with 
law 
agencies. 
Bui. in what they term “the age 
.■>f consumi'i'ism,” some of the 
ini'iativc is being taken from 
¡hem. The fitational bureau, and 
the 130 or more local bureaus, 
can be bypassed. 


Federal agencies increasingl>’ 
sre involved in consumeinsm 
&nd .so is Congress. Consumer 
fraud 
departments, 
reporting 
directly to governors, were es­ 
tablished in three states last 
year. Still another begins work 
in April. 


Attcrneys 
general 
are 
far 
more active in the consumer 
Jirea than they were just a cou- 


ple of years ago, and 20 states 
now have consumer fraud bu­ 
reaus headed generally by that 
official. Cities and countie.s have 
grc-'ups of varying powers. 


The n itional bureau’s letter 
will ask n^embers to protect 
free enterprise: 


Aim At Abuses 
“.\gainst ever-increasing gov- 
prnm®ntal restrictions of mar­ 
keting practices. Business must 
aim its ,c;uns at the root cause, 
i.e., the abuses in the market­ 
place which give rise to con­ 
sumer law^s and regulations.” 
The national bureau acts on 
complaints or inquiries mostly, 
leading some critics to argue 
that it handles only the obvious 
cases and ignores some of the 
lar.^c, overridinig problems. 


These critics cite as an exam­ 
ple the considerable Senate in- 
jtsrc.st in deception and confu­ 
sion 
through 
packaging 
cf 
prodiicts. The bureau, however, 
has been relatively inactive in 
this area, receiving less than six 
complaints last year. 


Few Complaints 
The bureau can reply, per­ 
haps correctly, that the scarcity 
of complnints is proof that cus­ 
tomers do r.iot feol deceived or 
confused 
by

tained by many packagers and 
processors.

And 
we wculdn't have the respect of 
our members if we ignored 
complaints against them.” 
Willson and his staff of about 
36 handle an amazing amount of 
work from their Park Avenue 
headquarters. 
Tliey 
process 
complaints and inquiries by tel­ 
ephone, by letters, by bulletins, 
and often tliey incur risks. “Li­ 
bel and slander are our constant 
l^edifellows,” Willson says.

The suit contends fill dirt the 
state said «'ould be made avail­ 
able to build the road was not 
available—thus the added cost. 


Holloway completed the 7.8 
mile stretch on July 20, 1962, 11 
months after the firm promised 
completion date. 


Tov nsond, who retired after 
27 years service as an assistant 
attorney general Feb. 18, 1966, 
was assigned to prepare a de­ 
fense of the suit for the state. 
He said he turned his files over 
to his superior, Louis J. Caruso, 
when he retired but that the 
state has offered no defense to 
the Holloway claim. 


Caruso has said his personal 
investigation showed no defense 
was justified. 


Townsend 
charges, 
among 
otlier things, that: 


1. An improper payment of 
$121,000 was made to Holloway 
(»1 April 9, 1963. 


?. Highway Department offi­ 
cials aided Holloway in prciMr- 
atirn of his $1.25 million claim, 
which Townsend contends was 
filed late, despite legal filing 
deadlines set by law. 


3. That Townsend was frus­ 
trated by Highway Department 
officials in his investigation of 
the case while preparing a de­ 
fense. 


Motion Dismissed 


Holloway’s attorneys point to 
the $121,000 payment, saying it 
constitutes partial payment of 
the $1.25 miUicn claim and 
therefore is an admisión of 
Highway Department reipoasi< 
bility to pay the claim. 


Contending the $121,000 pay 
ment to Holloway was illegal, 
Townsend went to court to have 
it re.scinded. But Waahtenaw 
Circuit Judge James R. Break 
ey Jr., who is hearing the case 
in the State Court of Claims, 
dismissed Townsend’s motion. 


Romncy s'aid he opposed the 
19S3 payment to Holloway.
